Discussion revolved about clarification of the rejections set forth in the prior Office Action and suggestions for possible 
changes to the claim language that could help put the claim limitations in better condition for allowance or appeal. 

With regards to the language in claim 1 regarding the calculation of "relative" and "quantified risk", it was noted that 
Examiner is giving the claimed elements their broadest reasonable interpretation, as required by MPEP § 2106, which 
states: Office personnel are to give claims their broadest reasonable interpretation in light of the supporting disclosure. 
In re Morris, 127 F.3d 1048, 1054-55, 44 USPQ2d 1023, 1027-28 (Fed. Cir. 1997). In this regard the language reciting 
"calculating a relative risk for the member, ..." is being read broadly and the applied references disclose the broad 
reading. 

It was suggested that the claims would better differentiate over the applied art if the "calculating" and "generating a 
display" steps were recited more narrowly, and if the nexus between the searching and calculating steps was more 
specifically recited, as these changes would make the claimed limitations more narrow. 



Examiner will reconsider the references in light of amendments made that clarify the claims. . 
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
